Obama: Help the middle class 


President outlines plan 
to tax wealthy in State 
of the Union address

Refusing to bend to the new Republican Con- 
gress, President Obama unveiled Tuesday 
night an ambitious State of the Union agenda 
steeped in Democratic priorities, including 
tax increases on the wealthy, education and 
child care help for the middle class and a tor- 
rent of veto threats for the GOP’s own plans. 

In a shift from tradition, Obama’s address 
to a joint session of Congress was less a laun- 
dry list of new proposals and more an attempt 
to sell a story of a national economy emerging 
from the “shadow of crisis.” He appealed for 
“better politics” in Washington and pledged 
to work with Republicans, but he showed few 
signs of curtailing or tweaking his own plans 
to meet GOP priorities. 

Instead, the president vowed to use his 
veto pen to strike down the Republican lead- 
ership’s efforts to dismantle his signature ac- 
complishments, including his health care and 
financial reform laws. 

“We can’t put the security of families at risk 
by taking away their health insurance or unrav- 
eling the new rules on Wall Street or refighting 
past battles on immigration when we’ve got a 
system to fix,” Obama said in his hour-long ad- 
dress. “And if a bill comes to my desk that tries 
to do any of these things, I will veto it.” 

The president sought out more com- 
mon ground on foreign policy, pledging to 
work with Congress on a new authorization 
for military action against the Islamic State 
group in Iraq and Syria, as well as legislation 
to guard against cyberattacks. In a rare move 
away from his own party, Obama also renewed 
his call for fast-tracking free trade agreements 
with Asia and Europe, generating more ap- 
plause from pro-trade Republicans than skep- 
tical Democrats. 

Obama’s address marked the first time in 
his presidency that he stood before a Repub- 
lican-controlled Congress. Yet the shift in 
the political landscape also has been accom- 
panied by a burst of economic growth and 
hiring, as well as a slight increase in Obama’s 
once-sagging approval ratings—leaving the 
White House to see little incentive in acqui- 
escing to Republicans. 

After ticking through signs of the rising 
economy, the president turned toward Re- 
publicans sitting in the chamber and said with 
awink, “This is good news, people.”

Some highlights from Obama’s proposals: 


Raise the top capital gains rate on couples with 
incomes of more than $500,000 to 28 percent, 
the rate under President Ronald Reagan. 
Impose a fee on roughly 100 massive finan- 
cial firms with assets exceeding $50 billion. 
Eliminate a tax break on inheritances. The ad- 
ministration estimates these changes would 
generate $320 billion over a decade. 


Create a $500 tax credit for families in which 
both spouses work and have an annual income 
up to $210,000. Expand the child care credit to 
up to $3,000 per child younger than 5. Offer 
the Earned Income Tax Credit to childless work- 
ers and noncustodial parents. Consolidate six 
overlapping education tax breaks into two. 


Offer two years of free community or technical 
college. Students would need to go to school at 
least half-time, maintain a 2.5 grade point aver- 
age and make progress toward a degree. The 
White House estimates that would cost $60 bil- 
lion over a decade. 


Call for federal and local laws allowing workers 
to earn up to a week of paid sick time a year. 
Urge Congress to give federal workers an ad- 
ditional six weeks of paid parental leave. Call 
for more than $2 billion from Congress for paid 
family and medical leave programs. 


Cut insurance premiums for government- 
backed mortgages by half a percentage point 
to .85 percent. The White House says the 
reduction would save new home buyers and 
those who refinance $900 a year compared 
with current rates. 


Boost retirement savings by automatically en- 
rolling people without access to a workplace 
retirement plan in an Individual Retirement 
Account. Expand access to employer plans for 
certain part-time workers. 


Threaten to veto congressional attempts to 
roll back Obama’s executive actions on climate 
change and immigration and existing laws on 
health care and financial reform. 


Seek support for normalizing diplomatic rela- 
tions with Cuba. Obama wants Congress to lift 
the economic embargo on Cuba, though the 
White House doesn’t expect Congress to take 
that step quickly. 


Ask Congress for so-called “fast track” trade 
promotion authority to allow an up-or-down 
vote on trade pacts. Obama wants to secure 


two major trade agreements—one with the EU, 


and one with Asia-Pacific nations. 


Call for legislation enabling information-shar- 
ing between the private sector and U.S. agen- 
cies like the Homeland Security Department. 

Companies would qualify for targeted liability 
protection if they comply with certain privacy 
restrictions. 


Urge Congress to pass a new authorization for 
use of military force against the Islamic State 
group and militant extremists in the Mideast.

HEAD 


There’s a misconception that alcohol can help 
people feel better, feel less anxious and get a 
good night’s sleep. But experts said the oppo- 
site happens. 

Although people might feel a buzz at first, 
alcohol is a central nervous system depressant. 
Sleep problems can occur at any level of alco- 
hol use. While alcohol might help somebody 
go to sleep, it keeps that person in a light—not 
restful—sleep. Can’t remember what hap- 
pened the night before? No surprise. 

Part of the brain called the hippocampus, 
which is involved in forming and retrieving 
memories, can be affected by alcohol when 
used in high doses or chronically used in 
fairly high doses. Alcohol can disrupt the neu- 
rotransmitters in the brain to the point where 
people have difficulty with their memory. 

Drinking excessively over time can cause 
alcohol-related dementia. That’s because 
chronic excess use of alcohol leads to shrinking 
of the brain, which can cause memory loss and 
personality changes. While people older than 
65 are more at risk for developing dementia, 
people who have chronic alcohol issues can 
start showing significant memory 
problems even earlier because 
parts of the brain are damaged.

drinking large amounts of alcohol. 

Chronic drinkers can have problems with 
hypertension. Heavy drinking can bring out 
the release of stress hormones that constrict 
blood vessels, causing high blood pressure. 


IMMUNE SYSTEM 
Ugh, it’s cold and flu season. Throwing back 
drinks can weaken the immune system. 
Chronic drinkers can catch pneumonia and 
tuberculosis more easily. Having one night of 
heavy drinking can make one more susceptible 
to getting a cold or the flu for up to 24 hours. 
That can be because of a number of factors 
including the combination of the toxic effects 
of alcohol on the blood, nutritional deficiencies 
and a less healthy lifestyle. 


LIVER 

The liver’s job is to filter toxins from the blood. 
The more you drink, the more difficult it can 
be for the liver to process the alcohol, dam- 
aging the liver. Heavy drinkers can get a fatty 
liver in which fat builds up and makes it harder 
for the liver to work. Liver damage can prog- 
ress to liver inflammation known 
as alcoholic hepatitis. Scar tissue 
can build up in the liver, leading to 
cirrhosis, which is considered the

The adage is drinking can be good 
for your ticker. But not heavy drinking, experts 
said. 

The guideline is for women to drink no 
more than one drink a day and men no more 
than two drinks a day for moderate alcohol 
consumption. 

Drinking a lot over time, or even too much 
on a single occasion, can damage the heart. 
Because alcohol has a toxic effect on the heart 
muscle, drinkers can develop dilated cardio- 
myopathy. It’s a condition in which the heart 
becomes weak and can lead to heart failure. 

An arrhythmia, which is an irregular heart- 
beat, can range from harmless to serious to life 
threatening. It can cause the heart not to pump 
enough blood to the body, which can result in 
alack of blood flow that can damage the body. 

Heavy drinking can affect the electrical 
impulses in the heart, which may result in car- 
diac arrhythmia that could be fatal. Also, heavy 
drinking over time can lead to an enlarged 
heart, which affects how the heart works and 
makes it less effective. 

Binge drinkers can get diagnosed with a 
condition called “holiday heart” or atrial fi- 
brillation. It’s a heart rhythm disturbance 


late blood sugar levels. 

Consuming alcohol excessively over a long 
time can inflame the pancreas, known as pan- 
creatitis, and can interfere with proper diges- 
tion and be life threatening. 

Since the pancreas produces insulin to regu- 
late blood sugar levels, alcohol can cause blood 
sugar problems. Chronic pancreatitis can cause 
severe abdominal pain and lead to diabetes. 

Pancreatitis also can be a risk factor in devel- 
oping pancreatic cancer. 


STOMACH 

We've heard of the beer belly. It’s no secret 
alcohol has calories, which can lead to weight 
gain, and carbonated drinks can cause bloat- 
ing. Heavy drinking can hinder the body from 
burning fat, leading to more weight gain. 

But alcohol also can be a gastric irritant and 
cause nausea, cramping and diarrhea, which 
can lead to bloating and abdominal discomfort. 

Alcoholics who develop cirrhosis have fluid 
build-up in the abdomen to the point where 
they can have trouble breathing and need the 
fluid drained. Severe alcoholics can develop 
nutritional deficiencies that can cause ab mus- 
cles to weaken and the belly to protrude.

Some police to start wearing body cameras

Starting in the next two weeks, some Chicago 
police officers will begin wearing body cam- 
eras, police announced today. 

As part of a 45- to 60-day pilot program, of- 
ficers working afternoon shifts in the North- 
west Side’s Shakespeare District can wear body 
cameras on their headgear and clothing. The 
Shakespeare District covers parts of Logan 
Square, West Town and Humboldt Park. 

“{T]his new program ... will ensure more 
transparency from CPD and a new view of 
the work performed by our officers,” Chicago 
Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy said 
in a statement. “While they are not the be-all- 
end-all, I believe body cameras will strengthen 
police and community relations.” 


The department is being provided 30 cam- 
eras that attach to officers’ glasses, headgear 
or clothing. Officers will turn the cameras on 
during routine stops as well as “high-risk situ- 
ations,” according to the statement. They will 
be required to inform anyone they contact that 
they are being recorded. 

The equipment is being provided by Taser 
International Inc. at no cost to the police de- 
partment, according to a news release. 

After 45 to 60 days, the police department 
will evaluate the program. A police spokesman 
did not have details on what would constitute 
a successful pilot program. 

“It’s a pilot program; we’re trying to imple- 
ment it and we’re going to try and address 
questions,” police spokesman Officer Veejay

Widely publicized incidents across the 
country in which police officers killed civilians 
in the line of duty have magnified calls for body 
cameras over the past few months, said Ed 
Yohnka, a spokesman for the ACLU of Illinois. 
Some say requiring officers to record incidents 
reduces incidents of excessive police force. 

“Whenever we have these high-profile situa- 
tions, they begin to they really kind of amp up 
a lot of desire for that kind of record,” Yohnka 
said, mentioning the deaths of Michael Brown 
in Ferguson, Mo., and Eric Garner in New York.

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8 rail cars from 1970s

Some CTA rail cars from the 1970s will be 
taking one final lap Wednesday before they 
are officially retired. 

The CTA is hosting a final ride for eight of 
its 2400-series rail cars that were introduced 
in 1976 and pulled from service in October be- 
cause they were replaced with newer cars. The 
eight-car train will travel in the Loop and on 
the Brown, Red and Green lines. 

The cars will be decked out with original 
decals and advertising cards from 1970s. 

The 200 cars in the 2400-series were built 
by Boeing-Vertol between 1976-1978 and fea- 
tured red, white and blue decals to honor the 
country’s 200th birthday in 1976, according 
to the CTA. The decals were later removed 
so they would look like the rest of the CTA 
rail fleet. 

Chicago transit historian Greg Borzo, who 
wrote “The Chicago ‘L,,” said he moved to 
Chicago in 1976 just as the 2400-series cars 
began operation. 

“People liked the patriotic color scheme. 
There was a cool factor too because [the cars} 
were built by Boeing,” said Borzo, referring 
to the Chicago-based aerospace company. “It 
was aircraft-quality workmanship on a lowly 
‘T car.” 


The 2400-series train will have “2400” on 
the Train Tracker for its Wednesday run. 
For the full schedule, go to redeyechicago. 
com/2400train. 


The cars were last on the Orange Line. The 
transit agency keeps two dozen of the cars for 
track maintenance work. 

In 2013, the CTA held a similar event to 
retire the 2200-series of cars with accordion 
folding doors that operated on the Blue Line. 

Three series of cars run on CTA tracks: the 
2600-series built in the 1980s that operate 
on the Blue Line; the 3200-series built in the 
1990s that operate on the Orange and Brown 
lines; and the 5000-series cars with the aisle- 
facing seats built more than five years ago that 
operate on the Green, Pink, Yellow, Red and 
Purple lines. 

The CTA is expecting to receive the last of 
the s000-series cars, about 100 cars, this year 
to complete its total order of 714 cars. Mean- 
while, the agency is soliciting bids for its next 
generation of rail cars, the 7000-series, which 
could be delivered in 2018 and replace the 
2600-series cars on the Blue Line.

UIC gymnast sets 
record on same 
vault that seriously 
injured his neck

UIC gymnast Brett Valin prides 
himself on doing vaults with reck- 
less abandon. 

“Vault is such a quick event,” the 
21-year-old senior said. “It happens in 
like 2 seconds.” 

Even if doing those vaults ends with 
him breaking his neck. The Chicago- 
area native suffered a cervical spine inju- 
ry—in this case, a fractured vertebrae— 
while attempting a handspring double 
front vault in practice on April 1, 2013. 

The vault requires him to do three 
flips, using his hands to push up off the 
vault for leverage. Valin remembers the 
exact moment when things went wrong. 

“The first flip, my hands hit the 
vault,” he said. “You’re supposed to 
push off and get height and my hand 
just slipped, so something’s wrong 
right away. It happened so quick I 
wasn't able to anticipate the landing. I 
wasn't able to know where I was at enough 
to save my neck.” 

The injury left him in a halo neck brace 
that required doctors to drill holes in his 
skull to attach it for two weeks. 

“T had to walk around like Frankenstein 
for a couple of days,” said Valin, who hails 
from Lindenhurst. 

“I like to think of myself as a grown 
man, but it hit me—I just started crying 
right away,” he said, recalling the moment 
he found out his neck was broken. “It was 
pretty terrible.” 

Valin, who had set a UIC record on vault 
with a 14.950 against Minnesota in Febru- 
ary 2013, was able to heal from his mishap 
in about 10 weeks. Recovering mentally, 
however, took much longer.

“There was probably a six-month span 
where I didn’t trust myself anymore,” he said. 
“T lost my trust in not just that vault but in 
gymnastics as a whole, and I was terrified that 
it was going to happen again.” 

Once he regained confidence though, Valin 
wasn’t done breaking records. 

On Jan. 9, midway through the swan song 
of his college career, he composed his virtuoso 
performance. In competition against Illinois, 
Valin set the school record on vault doing the 
same handspring double front that once left 
his confidence shaken and his future in doubt. 

His score of 15.000 earned him a tie for first 
in the competition and in eighth place in the 
country to date. 

“My ankle was kind of hurting that day {I 
earned the 15.000],” he said. “I just said, ‘Screw 
it, ’'m doing it,’ and it just happened to be easi- 
ly my best vault ever. It’s pretty surreal still. My 
whole team was just cheering their [bleeps] off. 
Even the judge was like, “That was awesome.’ ” 

As for the sport’s mental aspect, Valin said 
he’s been able to block the mishap. 

“Actually some people remind me that I broke 
my neck and I completely forget sometimes,” 
he said. “I’m better now than I was before.” 

While some might be reluctant to repeat 
any activity that ended in a broken neck, for 
Valin it was more or less second nature. 

“T’ve done that vault for three and a half, 
four years now,” he said. “I keep going back 
and forth on what to think before I go. Some- 
times I think I can do this, get confident, and 
sometimes I just get really [ticked] and just 
run as fast as I can.”
